True to tradition, tweed is the sta- 
ple fabric for sports dress in general, 
and even more pariiculariy for goif 
clothes, writes a fashion authority in 
the New York Times. More than the 
precise tweed weave, however, is now 
meant by “tweeds” in women’s dress, 
for several other woolen materials are 
included. All of these are now made 
lighter and finer in texture than the 
old-fashioned type of goods, which is 
considered to be clumsy in appearance 
and unwieldiy in the hands of the 
tailor.

ARC TO BE MARKED 


Stone Tablets to Follow 
Route of Maid. 


Vaucouleurs, France.—The: trail of 
Joan of Arc, Maid of Orleans, is'to be 
marked permanently as France’s trib- 
ute to her on the five-hundredth anni- 
versary celebration of her exploits. 

Her progress from the little town 
of Domremy to the court of the 
dauphin at Chinon; to Orleans, where 
she raised the 160-day siege; on to 
Reims, where she crowned the dau- 
phin, King Charles VII; to St. Denis, 
close to Paris,.and eventually to the 
stake at Rouen in the north, is to 
be described serially in stone tablets 
set up a‘ points of greatest impor- 
tance in connection with her story. 
It will take 18 months to put them in 
place. 

Three Thousand Weary Miles. 

In all. the trail will cover more 
than 8,000 weary miles which the girl 
soldier, clad in armor and riding a 
white horse, traveled in less than 
fourteen. months of. terrific .campaign- 
ing. She always pushed forward fast- 
er than her seasoned warrtor coun- 
selers advised, never resting or spar 
ing herself. 

This little town, a few miles from 
Peaceful Domremy, where’ Joan, 
daughter of a tanded peasant family, 
heard the voices which started her 
on her military career, was the start- 
ing point of her journey. The story 
begins at dawn February 23, 1429, 
when Joan, disguised as a young mer- 
chant and accompanied by six faithful 
local followers, set out for Chinon 
and the court of the dauphin, to teli 
the story of her voicea and offer her 
sword to France. 

She rode a white horse, given her 
by an uncle, and she left her mother 
and father in angry tears, berating 
her for her willfniness. 

A Big, Healthy Giri. 

She was a big, healthy girl of eight- 
een yearg of age, strong from working 
In the fields, tending her father’s 
flock and doing the housework of a 
medieval peasant cottage. Eighteen 
months later she met her death, al- 
most too feeble to stand up. War, 
hardships and imprisonment made a 
white-faced, hollow-eyed shadow of 
the peasant girl. 

Joan raised the siege of Orleans 
April 29, 1429: She crowned the dau- 
phin king of France in the Reims 
cathedral July 16 of the same year. 
She was taken prisoner at Com- 
piegnes May 24, 1430, and met her 
death at Rouen May 80, 1431. Dates 
of dedication of memorial tablets will 
coincide with the five-hundredth an- 
aniversary of these dates. 


Colony on Baltic Hopes to See 
Native Land. 


Stockholm.—After 250 years of exile 
from their ancestral homeland a 
Swedish colony which now numbers 
800 villagers and farmers of Gatm- 
Malsvensky in the government. of 
Cherson, southern Russia, has ap- 
Pealed to the Stockholm government 
to be brought back to Sweden. 

Their story is that of a community 
exiled for centuries yet always dream- 
Ing of their homeland, and for gen- 
eration after generation rigidly main- 
taining their native schools, language, 
customs and religion. Their ancestors 
left Swedish shores about 1670, and 
for 100 years were-settled. on the Es- 
thonian island of Dagoe. 

In 1781 Empress Catherine 1 of 
Russia ordered. them to the Ukrainian 
Steppes near the falls of the river 
Dneiper. Cossacks escorted them on 
that forced march. Their caravans, 
like the wagon trains that crossed the 
western plains of America in the days 
of '49, crawled 1,200 miles to the new 
home. . 

The journey took nine months, and 
more than half the colonists died on 
the way. In 1792 the group numbered 
only 200 persons, according to the 
cherished church record of the Swed- 
isb vicar. 

When forefathers of the group left 
Sweden, Dagoe island and all the 
Baltic territory belonged to Sweden. 
The Hberties they hud enjoyed under 
Swedish rule were taken from them 
in 1721 when Russia, expanding to- 
ward the sea, took possession of Bal- 
tic shores. Russian landowners at- 
tempted to force the Swedish settlers 
into a condition of serfdom. 

The Swedes sent deputy after dep- 
uty to the empress, and at last, in 
1780, succeeded in getting an impe- 
rial ukase which defended their 
rights, a precursor of the liberty 
granted all Russian peasants 80 years 
later, 

But under the new freedom the 
coluny wag ordered to the Ukrainian 
steppes. 

The tenacity with which they have 
clung to Swedish culture, a record 
piously preserved in parish Bibles, 
has. aroused deep admiration through 
Sweden and the government is study- 
ing plans to help the Gammalsven- 
sky colony realize its ambitions. 


X-Ray Used on Flies 


to Help Human Race 

Washingtou.—Flies which have long 
been held in bad esteem as spreaders 
of disease are about to do their bit in 
helping the human race. They are 
being used sow for studies of the 
effect of X-rays on future generations. 
In files, the harmfu! effects 0? these 
rays appear in the third and fouytb 
generation, Dr. Mary B. Stark of New 
York city reported recently, She has 
exposed flies to X-rays for varying 
lengths of time. 

While the individuals exposed con- 
tinue to grow and breed, their de- 
scendants die off. Doctor Stark be- 
lieves this is because the reproductive 
cells of the grandparent or great- 
grandparent fifes were injured by the 
rays. This injury is inherited and 
finally causes death. In this same way 
cancer may be produced in third and 
fourth generations of flies. ; 

Dector Stark: believes that the ex- 
periments on fifes will throw some 
light on this probiem in human beings. 
Her theory is not accepted by all 
scientists, however. Because the hu- 
man race breeds slowly, it will be 
some time before the inherited ef-, 
fects of X-rays can be noticed in man,

Students’ Signs Lead 


to Color Discovery 
Troy, N. Y.—The rapid fading of 
flaming colors on student athletic 
Signs here has led to the discovery of 
an entirely new set of fast colors at 
Rensselaer. Polytechnic institute. 
The man who made the new colors 
is Dr. FP. W. Schwartz, professor of 
anaiytical chemistry, whose interest 


| was stirred by the sorry appearance 


that exposure gave to campus signs. 
As a chemist he knew that fading of 
colors is caused by ultra-violet rays of 
light, and he set out to find a base 
that would produce printing ink colors 
but resist these rays. 

He found this base in thorium, one 
of the elements which are the funda- 
mental substances of which all known 
earthly matter is composed. Thorium 
is used in making ordinary tncandes- 
cent gas mantles. He experimented 
with thorium because it is related 
closely to elements from which colors 
ordinarily have been made, 

The better durability of the new 
colors ts established by tests with con- 
centrated ultra-violet rays, whereby in 
the laboratory it is possible to produce 
in about ten minutes the equivalent 
of a week’s exposure to bright day- 
light. 

The colors are in the form of metal- 
lie powders, of every shade of the 
rainbow. Samples of them in small 
bottles are mounted in a row on a 
large, white plaque. In a parallel row 
are similar bottles filled with some of 
the color powders now in eommercial 
use, which. fade more rapidly. To the 
eye the rows are exactly similar, ex- 
cept as they may differ in tone. 

‘Although these colors were designed 
for use in printing inks, Doctor 
Schwartz says they. may be used for 
fabrics such as silks and cottons.

Fairy Custard.—Heat two. cupfuls of 
thin cream in a double boiler.‘ Beat 
the whites of three eggs until stiff, 
add gradually two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoonful of <alt 
and one-half teaspoonful of orange ex- 
tract, beating constantly. Add to the 
cream and beat with a dover egg beat- 
er until well blended. Butter glass 
custard cups, sprinkle with granulated 
sugar and turn the mixture slowly 
into the cups; add more as the foam 
settles. Place in a pan of water and 
bake until firm. Chill and serve with 
whipped cream and tady fingers. 

Crumb Custard With Meringue— 
Mix two cupfuls of soft crumbs with 
one quart of milk. Beat the yolks of 
four eggs until thick, add gradually 
one cupfu! of sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of salt and the grated rind 
of half a iemon. Beat well and add 
the milk and crumbs, Turn into a but- 
tered dish and bake in a moderate 
oven until firm. Remove from the 
oven, spread with a meringue made 
with two egg whites beaten stiff, add 
four tablespoonfuls: of sugar gradually, 
a little grated lemon rind and spread 
over the custard. Brown lightly and 
serve. 2 : 
Coffee Jeliy With Whipped Cream— 

Soak two tablespoonfuls of gelatine 
in one-half cupful of cold water one- 
half hour. Dissolve in one cupful of 
boiling water, strain and add to one 
pint of strong coffee infusion. Add 
one-third of a cupful of Sugar, stir un- 
til it ig thoroughly dissolved, then pour 
into a ring mold. Flavor the whipped 
cream with coffee and fill the center 
with the cream when serving.

Press 
on an upper siice, cut into fancy 
shapes and serve on fettuce. _Mayon- 
naise may ve used instead of butter 
and chopped olives or almonds may be 
added for variety.
